FOURTH OHIO. 


History of the Regiment and Its Fart

The history of the Fourteenth In- 


fantry, O. N. G.—the Fourth Ohio 
Volunteers in the Spanish war— 
which has been in course of prepara- 
tion since the return of the Regi- 
ment from Porto Rico, is out.
